EXTRAORDINARY [Part II—Sec. 3 (ii)] 

MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 26th October, 1995 

S.O. 857(E).—Whereas the People’s Liberation 
Army (Eastern Region), generally known as the 
PLA, the People’s Revolutionary Party of Kang- 
leipak (hereinafter referred to as PREPAK) and 
its ‘Red Army’ as also the offshoots of PREPAK 
like the Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP) and 
its armed wing also called the ‘Red Army’ and the 
United National Liberation Front (UNLF) and 
Kanglei Yaol Kanba Lup (K)YKL) (hereinafter 
collectively referred to as the Meitei Extremist 
Or ganis ations)— 

(i) have openly declared as their objective 

the formation of an independent Mani¬ 
pur comprising the State of Manipur and 
have resorted to violent activities in 
pursuance of their objective to bring 
about cession of the said State from the 
‘Union of Lidia’; 

(ii) have been employing armed forces, 

namely, the so-called People’s Libe¬ 
ration Army, the Red Army, their mem¬ 
bers and the other bodies set up by them, 
to achieve their aforesaid objective; 

(iii) have in furtherance of their aforesaid ob¬ 

jective been employing the said armed 
forces and or members in attacking the 
Security Forces and the Civil Govern¬ 
ment and the citizens in the State of 
Manipur, and indulging in acts of looting 
and intimidation against the civilian 
population for collection of funds for 
their organisations; 

(iv) have been making efforts to resume their 

contacts with foreign countries for se¬ 
curing assistance by way of arms arid 
training for the purpose of achieving 
their aforesaid objective; 

2. And whereas the Central Government is oi 
the opinion that for the reasons aforesaid, the 
Meitei Extremist Organisations and other bodies 
set up by them, including the armed groups namec 
above, are unlawful associations; 

3. Now, therefore, in exercise of the power: 
conferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 of tht 
Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (31 
of 1967), the Central Government hereby declare: 
the Meitei Extremist Organisations namely tin 
People’s Liberation Army (Eastern Region) 
People’s Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak am 
its Red Army as also offshoots of PREPAK lik< 
the Kangleipak Communist Party and its aance 
wing also called the Red Army and other bodic 
set up by them and the United National. Libera 
tion Front and Kanglei Yaol Kanba Lup to b 
unlawful associations. 
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4. And whereas:— 

(i) there have been repeated continuing and 

ongoing acts of violence and attacks by 

(Armed groups and members of Meitei 

Extremist Organisations on the Security 

Forces and on the Civilian population; 

(ii) there has been increase in the strength of 

Meitei Extremist Organisations; 

(iii) collection of funds|extortions and acquisi¬ 

tion of sophisticated weapons; 

(iv) setting up of training camps in the neigh¬ 

bouring countries; 

5. And whereas the Central Government is of 
the opinion that the aforesaid activities of the 
Meitei Extremist Organisations are detrimental to 
the sovereignty and integrity of India, and if these 
are not immeidately curbed and controlled the said 
Meitei Extremist Organisations would re-group 
and re-arm themselves, expand its cadres; procure 
sophisticated weapons, cause heavy loss of lives of 


civilians and Security Forces, and accelerate their 
activities aimed at cession of Manipur from the 
Union of India, 

6. Having regard to the circumstances referred 
in paragraph 4 & 5 Government is of the opinion 
that it is necessary to declare the Meitei Extremist 
Organisations namely Peoples Liberation Army 
(PLA), People’s Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak 
(PREPAK), Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP) 
and their armed wing called as “Red Army”, United 
National Liberation Front (UNLF), and Kanglei 
Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL) as unlawful asso¬ 
ciations with immediate effect; and accordingly in 
exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso 
to sub-section (3) of the said section 3 the Central 
Government directs that the notification shall, sub- 
jet to any order that may be made under section 
4 of the said Act, have effect from the date of 
publication in the Official Gazette.
